Center. This is a project he hopes to complete as part of his requirements to attain the
rank of Eagle Scout. Materials that might be used for the construction and size of
building were discussed. Mr. Kitz attended to support the project. Possibility of lighting
was mentioned. Types of items to be accepted and what would not be accepted, along
with suggestions for operation and maintenance of the building, were discussed.
